tained has been one of the most 
successful means of securing con­ 
v ictions 
Such being the case, 
the co u rt is o f the opinion that the 
portion o f th e sectio n referred 
to 
is incongruous, and not in harmony 
with the general purpose of the act 
as expressed in its title or in the 
provisions of the act itself.” 
The opinion then analyzes the 
contentions of both sides and the 
ev idence submitted. It admits the 
right of the legislature to establish 
rules of ev idence in the courts, ufl- 
der certain restrictions, conditions 
and limitations, but declares that 
the section under fire constitutes 
a separate subject form that em­ 
braced in the rest of the act and 
therefore renders itself inv alid. 
Prov ision Not Needed 
The speed trap prov ision, accord­ 
ing to the opinion, “ is not necessary 
as an end or means to the attain­ 
ment of the subject of the motor 
v ehicle act,” namely, regulation of 
traffic. 
Citing the constutional right of 
a defendant to suhpoenae any wit­ 
ness, the court holds that the abol­ 
ition of the speed trap would de­ 
priv e both prosecution and defense 
of such ev idence. 
The section in 
question therefore should “ clearly 
be an abridgment of the rights of 
the defandant in plain v iolation of 
the principles laid down in the 
constitution of the United States 
and that of the sta te of California,” 
says the opinion. 
With reference to the designa­ 
tion of class legislation, the court 
said that “ the court is unable to 
find any reason why v iolators of 
the prov isions of the said motor 
v ehicle act should be giv en the im­ 
munity granted them by the first 
paragraph of 
said 
section 155, 
while all other classes of misde­ 
meanors, and with but few excep­ 
tions in felony cases, all ev idence 
which is competent, relev ant and 
material, 1b admissible.” 
The court expressed th e b elief 
th at th e motorists o f th e state are 
n o t in need o f n o r entitled to an y 
different law reg ard in g th e p u n ­ 
ish men t o f th eir crimes an d th at 
th e sectio n in v alid ated is o p p o sed 
to th e “v ery ap p aren t p o licy o f th e 
mo to r v eh icle act to mak e d riv in g 
u p o D th e h ig h way s o f th e state safe 
fo r th ® p u b lic.’'

The southern oil fields are re­ 
ducing forces, which naturally reflects upon other tra des engag ed in 
the manufacture of equipment and supplies. Railroad repair shops re­ 
port a slig ht improv ement ov er la st month. 
“ Sev eral public utility corporations report extensiv e additions to 
their v arious enterprises, ca lling for an extraordinarily large 
con­ 
struction program, which will affdrd c o n sid e ra b le employment to all 
cla sses of labor. Fiv e contracts, totaling $1.300.000, for sta te highway 
construction, huv e been awarded and, weather permitting, much of 
this work should start within thirty days. The Southern California 
mining district reports a demand for experienced miners, especia lly 
machine ipen, while other districts repoit a surplus of this cla ss of 
workers.

NO BOOST IN 


Consumers Outside of City 
Limits Must Pay Twice 
As Much As Citizens 


ORANGE. Feb. 28 .—Save for an 
increase for installing new w ater 
connections, the 19 24 m unicipal wa­ 
te r rates will rem ain the sam e, It 
w as indicated with 
th e 
presenta­ 
tion before the city council y es­ 
terday afternoon of an ordinance 
establishing the city w ater rates. 
The ordinance, w hich passed Its 
first readin g y esterday , provides 
th a t at a m axim um ra te of $1 per 
m onth will be charged for the first 
7 50 cubic feet; w hile a rate of ten 
cents per 100 cubic feet will apply 
for all additional 
w ater 
up 
to 
37 50 cubic feet; and a ra te of eight 
cents per 100 cubic feet will be 
charged for all w ater in excess of 
37 50 cubic feet. 
All flat ra te s are abolished by 
th e 
ordinance 
w hich 
calls ^ for 
m axim um ra te s throughout. V ater 
consum ers w ithin the city lim its 
w hose m onthly bills aggregate $2 
and n ot to exceed $50 will he en­ 
titled to a ten per cent discount, 
w hile consum ers whose bill am ount 
to over $50 will receive a fifteen 
per cent discount, the ordinance 
provides. 
The ordinance, w hich 
w ill

council, provides, also, 
th at 
con 
sum ers outside the corporate lim its 
m ust pay double the m axim um rate 
charged w ithin the city , m aking 
the m inim um outside rate $2 for 
th e first 7 50 cubic feet.

In answer to o ne o f the questio ns pro po unded, the new justice ex ­ 
plained that the law had alway s appealed to him and that do ing the 
thing fo r which y o u hav e no heart o r enthusiasm is deadly . 
“ The 
y o ung man,” he said, “ who elects to wo rk at a jo b he likes has a 
better chance o f getting o n than the o ne who is merely shunted into 
his wo rk.” 
He might hav e said a great many things equally true, and 
equally pertinent, but when he said this he hit the bull’s ey e and made 
the bell ring. 
With the enthusiasm bo rn o f an interest in and a gen­ 
uine liking fo r o ne’s wo rk the achiev ement o f any co nsiderable de­ 
gree o f success in almo st any line o f wo rk is practically impo ssible. 
One might as well try to run a mo to r car with a co ld engine. 
This do es no t necessarily mean that there is just o ne kind o f 
wo rk in the wo rld fo r which y o u were “ cut o ut,” and that y o u co uld 
no t po ssibly succeed at any thing else. 
Many men o f v ersatile minds 
can do sev eral things equally well. 
But that is because they are 
interested in all o f them. 
The impo rtant thing is to like the wo rk 
y o u are do ing o r else find so me wo rk that y o u can like— if y o u hav e 
any desire at all to get ahead in the wo rld. 
The hill o f success is 
hard eno ugh to climb when all the av ailable po wer is being used; 
to be o ut o f so rts with y o ur jo b is like try ing to make the grade 
with the mo to r “ idling” and all fo ur-wheel brakes lo cked tight. The 
thing simply can’t be do ne.

To succeed in o ne’s wo rk, it is essential that the wo rk co m ­ 
mand all the faculties and capacities in co ncentrated endeav o r.
